The Thomas Willett caught the full | 
force of the first explosion in the| 
liner’s hold and was put out of com- | 
mission. In addition to her pilot and 
several of her crew being swept over- 
board, her superstructure, one of her 
stecks and her deck house were! 
wrecked. She was towed away to the 
Battery by the Lackawanna Railroad 
tug Washington. The damage to the 
Willett was estimated at more than 
$10,000. 

The Lackawanna tug Newton, the 
first boat alongside the burning liner, 
was also damaged by the first ex- 
plosion. Her rear cabin was wrecked, 
her aft rails were blown away and 
all her windows were smashed. She 
continued for a while to fight the 
fire with what apparatus she could 
use and then withdrew. 

The fire on the Muenchen was dis- 
covered in hold 6 about two hours 
after the ship docked when steve- | 
dores were unloading bags of potash. 
In the hold were also large quanti- | 
ties of nitrate of soda, shellac and 
peat moss. It was after removing 
some fifteen tons of freight from this 
hold that some of the stevedores saw | 
smoke and, realizing that there was | 
a fire smoldering somewhere in the | 
cargo, began stamping upon the | 
bags with their feet and throwing | 
other bags on top of them. Soon} 
after came-the sound of the first ex- 
plosion. Three additional explosions | 
followed after the arrival of the fire- 
men. Both line officials and Fire De- 
partment chiefs attributed the fire to 
spontaneous combustion and called | 
it “accidental.’”’ While the fire in| 
hold 6 may have begun to smolder | 
at sea it was not until after the hatch | 
had been opened and the air came in 
contact with the smoldering chemi- | 
cals that the flames started. 


Blasts Tear Off Superstructure. 


The force of the explosions tore 
away a large part of the liner’s su- 
perstructure, sending piles of débris 
high into the air and driving a large 
hole through the roof of the pier 
building. All the windows on the | 
ship were smashed and masses of 
burning material were thrown as far 
as the adjoining pier to the south. 
The 263 members of the crew had} 
hardly any time to prepare to aban- 
don ship. They all remained at their | 
posts until the order to quit the ship | 
came from Captain Feodor Brun- 
nings, who was the last to leave. He | 

as trapped in his cabin and had to 
make his way through a window 
over the side of the ship. 

Unable to make their exit through 
the companionway, most of the crew 
got away by sliding down ropes or 
jumping to the decks of near-by 
barges and small craft. A number | 
fell into the water but were quickly 
picked up by fire boats, lighters and 
other near-by vessels. ; 

Among the last to abandon the ship 
was Hans Polka, the pantryman, 
who would not leave his room until} 
he had put the pantry in order. | 

The ship's log was saved but the} 
manifest and other papers were lost, 
Captain Brunnings being compelled 
to leave them behind as he fled from 
his cabin. : 

“In about fifteen minutes this 
whole thing happened,’’ said Captain 
Brunnings. ‘‘The ship had docked. 
When men went back to open No. 6 
hatch the smoke was pouring out. 
This was the first intimation of fire 
we had. We immediately got the fire | 
apparatus on board ship into action 
and sent in a fire alarm.

Throughout the day dense masses 
of black, white and yellow smoke 
continued to pour forth uninter- 
ruptedly as the rumbling and hissing 
of fire, steam and gases and the ex- 
plosion of boilers accompanied the 
play of the water upon the ship’s | 
decks and sides. 


Last night the flames still were 
unchecked in the greater part of 
the ship, licking their way to the 
outside through hatches, port holes, 
chimneys and searing the ship’s 
sides. Firemen feared that the ship 
would keel over and take along a 
large part of the pier with her. 

A crowd estimated by the police at 
10,000 was drawn to the, scene. It 
was kept in line by 200 police re- 
serves. 

Late into the evening Captain | 


Brunnings and officials of the North 
German Lloyd watched the firemen 
from the windows of the pier offices 
struggling to control the blaze. Fire 
Commissioner Dorman, Fire Chief 
McElligott of the Marine Division, 
Fire Marshal Brophy and Joseph 
Martin, assistant department chief, 
were on the scene directing the} 
operations, with Captain Brunnings 
assisting. 

One hundred firemen were ordered 
on the deck of the ship at 12:15 
o’clock this morning by Chief Mc- 
Elliot to fight the fire at close range. 
Smoke was still billowing from amid- 
ships and as the men drew their lines 
over the warm deck plates and 
poured water into passageways of 
the superstructure and directly down 
hatchways, the clouds of smoke 
thickened and engulfed the men. 

McElliot said the fire was nearer 
control then than at any time since 
it started, but that full control was 
still a matter of hours and perhaps | 
days. 

The ship was burning amidships, | 
with the flames working toward for- 


ward holds, where, according to 
Deputy Chief Waldron, nitrate of 
potash was stored. Another severe | 


explosion was expected if these holds | 


were reached by the flames. The fire | 
was burning mostly in the interior of 
the ship, feeding on the cargo and | 
the woodwork in the cabins. Fre- 
quently huge tongues of flames licked 
out above the deck. The work of the 
firemen proceeded in the glare of 
flood lights placed on the pier and 
also on Piér 41, to the south. | 

After interviewin longshoremen 
who had been in Hold 6 when the 
fire started, Fire Marshal Brophy 
said that he could attribute the cause 
of the fire only to spontaneous com- 
bustion, originating probably in 
sacks of nitrate or potash. When 
the ship docked Hold 6 contained 
499 on of potash, 40 drums of 
shellac, 386 rolls of newsprint, 234 
bales of peat moss and also steel 
and aluminum. Longshoremen had 
unloaded 204 sacks of potash and 
several more were in a sling ready 
to be hoisted out when the fire was 
discovered, Fire Marshal Brophy | 
said. |

3iggest Explosion Blew Out Bottom | 
of Ship, Customs Man Says. 


Chester A. O’Hara, customs rounds- 
man, who was an eyewitness of the 
explosions and fire on board the 
Muenchen, said he was on the pier | 
looking after the examination of the 
baggage when they occurred. 

“At 9:10 A. M. the gangways were 
run on board and the cabin passen- 
gers commenced to come ashore,’’ he 
said. ‘‘After they had been passed 
and left the pier the third-class pas-| 
sengers came off and were standing 
at the end of the pier waiting for 
their baggage. A good deal of it had} 
been landed when the longshoremen 
took off the tarpaulin from the No. 
6 hatch right aft by the break of the 
200D. 

' “It was about 11 o’clock as near as 
I could tell. When the first hatch 
cover was removed smoke started to | 
come up and the crew of the ship 
tried to get a hose down to play into 
the hold, but could do nothing, as 
everything was frozen hard and no 
water could be obtained. Then the} 
crew, with the aid of the longshore- | 
men on the lower section of the pier, |

SHIP FIRES COSTLY 


Greatest Disaster Was in 1900 at 
Hoboken Docks—The Europa 
Was Recently Burned. 


The North German Lloyd Line has 


;suffered more from disastrous fires 


than any other ship company in the 
last thirty vears. Every one has oc- 
curred while the ships were at dock. 

What is probably the worst steam- 


ship fire on record swept the Ho- | 
boken waterfront on Saturday, June} 


30, 1900. Three liners were de- 
stroyed and more than 300 lives lost 
when fire unaccountably started on 


the piers and ships of the line as 
they lay at their Hudson River 
docks. 

When the fire started in the after- 


Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, was tied 
up between the steamships Main 
and Bremen and a fourth vessel, 
the Saale, was lying alongside. The 
Kaiser Wilhelm was brought clear 
with severe damage, but the three 
other ships were destroyed and most 
of their seamen died helplessly, so 
swiftly did the flames sweep the 
waterfront. 

Wharf property of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Line was destroyed and 


the total loss amounted to many mil- 
lions of dollars, most of which was 
covered by insurance. Damage was 


also done to the piers of the Ham- 
burg-American Line near by. 

On ang. 14, 1928, the North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Europa was 
launched at the Blohm & Voss 
Her construction 
had been closely guarded. Despite 
the closest watch over the liner, fire 
started in four different parts of the 
ship on March 26, 1929, while she 
was being equipped. The origin of 
the fire was never determined and 
many believe it was incendiary. Be- 
fore the investigation got under way, 
workmen were busy rebuilding the 
ship, which had not been totally 
wrecked. The following July 
Europa was launched again, just at 
the time the Bremen, her sister ship, 
was leaving on the New York run in 
which she set a world record. 

But the ill luck which had attended 
the steamers of the line visited the 
shipyards again, although the Eu- 
ropa escaped this time without dam- 
age. As the :aunching took place 
and the giant new liner was sliding 
into the water a terrific explosion 
shook the rear partition of the huge 
dock, which gradually tipped over 
and disappeared.

BERLIN, Feb. 11.—At a meeting |

Today the 
New York Life Insurance Company 
stands firmer than ever with its 
enormous capital, having only prof- 
ited from the violent convulsions 
that passed over Europe, and es- 
pecially Germany. For this reason 
we demand equal privileges with all 
other policy holders. 

‘“‘We demand further that 
Reich's Board of Supervisors of In- 
surance, appointed for the protec- 
tion of policy holders, use all its ar- 
guments in favor of the policy hold- 
ers in fixing the compensation due 
us by the American insurance com- 
pany, which, in view of its excellent 
financial position, cannot be less 
than 100 per cent.

| LONDON, Feb. 11.— Winston 
| Churchill crossed swords with 
Philip Snowden in the House of 
Commons today and threw the 
House into an uproar. 

For weeks Mr. Churchill and

Snowden’s forthcoming budget, es- 
pecially whether the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer intends to retain 
the duties on sugar, silk and auto- 
mobiles. Through all their ques- 
tions Mr. Snowden has kept silent, 
even when Mr. Churchill jumped 
up in a debate today and asked if 
he “intended to keep those impor- 
tant trades in a state of uncer- 
tainty from motives of personal 
vanity and arroganoe.’’ 
A bedlam of cheers and counter- 
cheers broke out, but Mr. Snowden 
sat unmoved amid a Tory chorus 
of ‘‘Answer! Answer!’’ Above the 
storm the Speaker, Captain E. A. 
Fitzroy, could be heard reproving 
Mr. Churchill: ‘‘The right hon- 
orable gentleman knows perfectly 
well he must not impute motives.”’ 
At this the Labor benches set up a 
storm of shouts, ‘‘Withdraw! With- 
draw!”’ 

Finally Mr. Churchill, with his 
face very red, explained: ‘Of 
course I am not imputing incorrect 
motives, but only temperamental 
motives.’’

PRELATE SAYS RUSSIA 
MENACES THE WORLD 


Cardinal Faulhaber Calls on All 
Nations to Protest Attempt 
to Destroy Religion. 


Epecial Cable to THe New York Trues. 

MUNICH, Bavaria, Feb. 11.—In 
connection with the eighth anniver- 
sary of the coronation of Pope Pius 
XI, and referring to the Pontiff's 
opinions on Russia, Cardinal Faul- 
haber in a sermon yesterday asserted 


that the suppression of all religious 
sentiment in Russia and the war 
against God was bound to have its 
effect on Western culture. 

Within the last few months the per- 
secution of those believing in God 
had reached a climax, he pointed out. 
Besides 200 synagogues and mosques 
980 Christian churches have been 


closed or put to other than religious ' 


uses, 

“Before our eyes terrible tragedies 
are being here enacted—the attempt 
of Russian bolshevism to rule a na- 
tion without God, to erect a State that 
ignores the Ten Commandments, to 
build up a new system of culture 
without belief in the soul or the 
world hereafter and to teach a po- 
litical economy that refuses to recog- 
nize private property,’’ said Cardinal 
Faulhaber. 

‘‘During the years 1919 to 1929 laws 
have been enacted in Russia for the 
systematic destruction of all re- 
ligions. Russia today offers a terri- 
ble picture of moral depravity and 
misery of children that appeals to 
the heavens. Adolescent youth is 
without any discipline, marriage and 
family life have sunk below the level 
of African tribes. 

“What is the attitude of the other 
European powers to this situation? 
Not only Europe but the whole 
world is deeply concerned in this 
matter, if only by its material as- 
pect. Wages in Russia today are 
lower than anywhere else in the 
world. 

“If England raises her voice 
against the Russians’ sanguinary 
justice, can Germany remain silent, 
or have our diplomatic relations to 
Russia shut our mouth? German 
people, sell not your soul for a cop- 
per mine,”’

The measure also would authorize | 
the chief magistrate to recommend | 
to the Appellate Division that a 
magistrate against whom charges are 
pending be prohibited from exercis- 
ing his office until the charges have 
been disposed of. The latter provi- 
sion in the bill is understood to have 
been included because of the case of 
Magistrate Vitale, who continued to 
occupy the bench while charges 
against him were being investigated. 

The measure originally was drafted 
by Magistrate McAdoo, but it was 
modified in some respects by Sena- 
tor Hofstadter. As first drawn, the 
bill made no provision for the sal- 
ary of a magistrate during the time 
charges are pending against him. As 
changed by Senator Hofstadter, the 
magistrate, if exonerated, would re- 
ceive his salary for the period dur- 
ing which he was suspended. 

Any clerk of the court could be 
removed by the chief magistrate for 
cause after due notice and an op- 
portunity to be heard. The removal, 
however, would be subject to the re- 
view of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court where the person re- 
moved resides. 

The chief magistrate, under the 
bill, would retain his power to sus- 
pend any clerk for thirty days, with 
or without pay. 

Both Houses of the Legislature 
held brief sessions today, the mem- 
bers devoting most of their time to 
hearings and committee meetings. 

The Executive today approved a 
bill sponsored by the Baumes Crime 
Commission, which would require 
probation officers to investigate the 
circumstances responsible for a 
child’s appearance in court.

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How the Nations Stand on the Submarine Issue 


Below are printed, in the order of their delivery, the speeches made yesterday at the Naval Armament Conference in London, outlining the 


positions taken by the five nations represented there, on abolition or regulation of the submarine as an instrument of warfare: 


A. V. Alexander’s Speech. 


I count it both an honor and a 
heavy responsibility to be entrusted 
with the task of introducing for 
discussion a proposition of my col- 
leagues that the use of submarine 
vessels for purposes of war should 
be totally abolished. 

It is, of course, in no way a sur- 
prise proposal. It has been con- 
sistently urged by successive gov- 
ernments of his Britannic Majesty 
and it will be remembered was spe- 
clally pressed at the 1921 confer- 
ence at Washington. That confer- 
ence gathered less than three years 
after the Armistice of 1918. Repre- 
sentatives of the powers had fresh 


in their minds the bitter experi- 
ences of the first war in which sub- 
marines had been extensively used. 
The world in general had not had 
obliterated from its mind the feel- 
ings of horror which peoples had 
experienced as the results of sub- 
marine action which, to quote Lord 
Balfour, were ‘‘inconsistent with 
the laws of war and the dictates of 
humanity.’’ 

I do not think it unreasonable to 
ask that steps may be taken to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such events 
before a generation which had ex- 
perience of them passes out and a 
new generation without such direct 
knowledge is in control. I am 
aware, of course, that some of the 
powers represented at this confer- 
ence have indicated some unwilling- 
ness to agree to the complete aboli- 
tion of the submarine, and we in 
this delegation do not for a single 
moment suggest that the desire of 
these powers to retain submarines 
implies in any way an intention to 
employ these vessels in a manner 
contrary to the laws of war. We 
clearly understand that their atti- 
tude in regard to this matter is 
based on their views as to the value 
of the submarine for purely defen- 
sive purposes, though, quite frank- 
ly, we feel these views to be mis- 
taken. 


Experiences of the War. 


The fact that some of our friends 
base their view on what they be- 
lieve to be the defensive character 
of the submarine leads me to ex- 


amine that view somewhat closely. 


I have already sald that the war of 


1914-1918 was the first in which 
submarines had been extensively 
used, and it is well there to take 
note of the experience. I tell you 
frankly that although this country 
endeavored to use the submarine 
for coast defense that endeavor 
was largely a failure and did not 
prevent the shelling of a number of 
towns and forts with heavy loss of 
civilian life and much material 
damage. Nor is the reason very far 
to seek. If you have to deal with 
the coast’ defense of important 
points, what has to be guarded 
against as a rule is a sudden raid, 
probably under the cover of dark- 
ness, or a bombardment at dusk or 
dawn by a vessel approaching at 
high speed. 

We are convinced that these are 
not conditions under which sub- 
marines can act efficiently, On the 
surface they are not more than 
torpedo boats of slow speed—sub- 
merged they are either blind or of 
very limited vision. Our view, 
therefore, is that for purposes of 
toast defense the submarine is com- 
paratively ineffectual in relation to 
what she costs both to build and 
maintain. 

On the other hand, there can be 
little doubt from the experience of 
the war that the submarine is ca- 
pable of, and was used to a large 
extent for, offensive operations 

In thinking of the British Navy 
alone, it would not be difficult to 
produce numbers of _ instances 
where both for reconnoissance and 
actual attack in narrow seas and 
harbors the submarine was effec- 
tively used in offensive actions. I 
have no doubt that other powers 
with their evidence could further 
demonstrate this argument. And do 
not the special characteristics of 
the submarine make it of consid- 
erable potentiality? Its increasing 
torpedo and gun armament and its 
special capacity for long endurance 
constitute powers for offensive ac- 
tion of no mean order. 

Finally, under this heading, may 
I point to the extent to which the 
submarine was used as a commerce 
raider during the war? I do not 
here dwell upon the repulsive fea- 
ture of its use for that function 
with its lack of provision for the 
saving of life both of passengers 
and crews, but merely ask whether 
the extensive operations of this 
character in the late war were not 
offensive actions. Will not reten- 
tion of those vessels in fact always 
constitute a danger that their em- 
ployment in the hands of an un- 
scrupulous enemy will lead to 
methods of attack which civilized 
nations regard with horror? 


Position of Great Britain. 


It may be said—and if not said it 
will be thought—that the proposal 
is one that is of special benefit to 
this country; that we are the most 
vulnerable, as was shown in the 
last war, and seek to safeguard 
ourselves from a danger that is 


far greater for us than for any 
other power. We do not desire to 
minimize the importance of this 
point of view to us, but I would 
remind you that the other pow- 
ers here represented also expe- 
rienced heavy losses totaling over 
2,000,000 tons and in addition the 
losses of neutral shipping in the 
last war exceeded 1,500,000 tons. 
Therefore, though our British ship- 
ing suffered most severely in the 
ast war, is it not possible that any 
one of the powers may be in an 
equally difficult position if the 
calamity of war should again 
break out and submarine warfare 
is retained? 

If the balance of advantage ap- 
pears to rest with us at present on 
that score, what is the position of 
the submarine? Is it regarded—as 
I have already indicated some re- 
gard it—as mainly a _ defensive 
weapon? From that point of view 
the British Empire could show 
greater need for defensive vessels 
than any power having regard for 
its immense seaboard and long 
lines of communication in every 
sea. Yet we are prepared unre- 
servedly to surrender such defen- 
sive protection as submarines are 
argued to afford and I submit this 
point for the careful consideration 
of the powers. 

Gentlemen, we are here to confer 
in order to get an agreement which 
will mean a real reduction in arma- 
meuts, to demonstrate to the peo- 
ples we represent our faith in the 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
and in the signatures to the Pact 
of Paris for the renunciation of 
war. Such a reduction of arma- 
ments will not only advance the 
general cause of peace but will also 
secure an appreciable relief in the 
economic burdens of nations. I 
ask you, therefore, to consider our 
proposition also from that point of 
view. 

The powers here’ represented 
have built, are building, or au- 
thorized over 400 of these vessels 


| 


designed for submarine warfare. 
They are expensive in mainte- 
nance. They have most compli- 
cated machinery and a very high 
proportion of skilled personnel is 
required to man them. They are 
very expensive to build. They re- 
quire extensive provision in the 
way of shore establishments and 
depot ships to maintain them. 
Their abolition would in _ itself, 
therefore, achieve enormous reduc- 
tions in armaments expenditure. 

But the saving would not end 
there. Indirectly such a decision 
as we urge would accomplish al- 
most equally large savings in the 
provision of destroyers and anti- 
submarine units, so that if the con- 
ference agreed to abolish the sub- 
marine we could immediately sit 
down together to reduce figures 
which would otherwise appear as 
necessary , under this head. The 
total economy would therefore be 
enormous. 


Hardships of Submarine Crews. 


I desire to add two short but, I 
think, very material considerations 
in support of our proposition from 
the point of view of the personnel 
employed in submarines. Those of 
us who are politically responsible 


for a policy would do well, I think, 
to consider (A) the general con- 
ditions of service in submarines 
and (B) the risks of disaster and 
loss of life even in peace time. As 
to the first, I imagine almost all of 
us have been in a submarine. We 
admire its ingenuity and its won- 
derful technique, but we are bound 
to observe that the lack of space 
involving long periods of being un- 
able to stand upright, with vitiated 
atmosphere very often when sub- 
merged, are hardly in keeping with 
the improved conditions for indus- 
trial workers which we now all of 
us consistently urge at Geneva. 
As to the second, think for a brief 
moment of the toll of submarine 
disasters even since the war. 

Gentlemen, seamen are not cow- 
ards. They daily face the dangers 
incident to their calling, which fills 
us with great admiration. But is it 
not true to say that every time 
there is a submarine disaster the 
publie conscience is shocked at our 
own flesh and blood being required 
by national policy and exigency to 
face death in conditions in which 
they have no more chance than a 
rat in a trap? And there is not a 
power here today, I regret to say 
(I wish there were), which has not 
experienced such disasters. 

I will not mention them all, but 
taking only the worst of them since 
1918 in connection with twelve mis- 
haps in the cOurse of peace-time 
submarine operations of the five 
powers, no fewer than 570 men 
have met their deaths in conditions 
I have named. 

I beg that we may consider the 
possibility of wiping out the recur- 
rence of such calamities which 
cannot be wholly met by the life- 
saving devices now undergoing 
experiment. 


Case for Abolition Summed Up. 


I sum up our case for abolition 

ry briefly: 

1. In the general interest of hu- 
manity. 

2. In consideration of our view 
that these vessels are primarily of- 
fensive instruments 

8. In order to secure a most sub- 
stantial contribution to disarma- 
ment and peace. 

4. In view of the very important 
financial relief to be obtained. 

5. In consideration of the condi- 
tions of service of the personnel 
and the undue risks which can be 
abolished. 

Gentlemen, I am speaking today 
for the purpose of advocating the 
total abolition of submarines, and 
I have done my best to present to 
you the arguments as I see them 
which should lead us to adopt such 
a course by international agree- 
ment. If we fail to reach such 
agreement here, we shall, I feel, 
have missed a great opportunity. 

What the position of his Ma- 
jesty’s Government will be in that 
event has already been made pub- 
lic. We shall endeavor to confine 
the submarine to defense by limit- 
ing it strictly in size and numbers. 
In that connection we should be 
prepared to accept the lowest pos- 
sible limits that can be suggested, 
again both in numbers and size. 

We should also propose to the 
conference that if submarines are 
to be retained, the most definite 
conditions should be laid down and 
agreed upon with a view to pre- 
venting these vessels from being 
used as conimerce destroyers in 
violation of international law and 
practice, under the standards of 
conduct which public opinion most 
certainly demands. To that end 
we should seek to revive the agree- 
ment signed in Washington on 
Feb. 6, 1922, but which was not 
fully ratified by the signatory pow- 
ers, to regulate the attack of mer- 
chant ships by submarines in ac- 
cordance with the rules and prac- 
tice set out in that treaty. 

I would sincerely urge, however, 
with all the power it is possible 
for a single suppliant to command, 
but supported by tens of millions 
of people throughout the world, 
that the proposal of my colleagues 
for the total abolition of this type 
of war vessel may be unanimously 
accepted by the delegates and that 
we all, therefore, have a part in an 
act which would mark a very real 
advance in the evolution of the 
peoples of the world toward inter- 
national understanding, amity and 
permanent peace. 


Secretary Stimson’s Plea. 


At the Washington Conference 
in 1922, the American delegation 
accepted the view of their naval 
that the United States 
needed a large submarine force. 
They were, therefore, opposed at 
that time to its abolition. Such a 
stand was based upon purely naval 
strategy, without receiving human- 
itarian considerations because the 
conference agreed that the sub- 
marine should not be used against 
commerce except under the same 
obligations relative to the safety 
of passengers and crew which ap- 
ply to sailing craft. 

I quite realize that our views on 
the subject are not shared by all 
our colleagues. However, we all 
recognize the solution of our prob- 
lems can be found through a frank 
and friendly discussion. In setting 
forth the views of the American 
delegation, I want to make it clear 
that I am the first to recognize the 
sincerity of those who disagree 
with us. My remarks will be ad- 
dressed entirely to the question on 
our agenda, and in no sense con- 
stitute a criticism of any of our 
colleagues or of their attitude on 
this subject. I am, therefore, con- 
fident they will not take amiss 
anything I am about to say. 


Not a Defensive Weapon. 
Years of reflection have tended to 


crystallize the conviction through 


the world that unhumane use of 
the submarine should cease. The 


advisers 





the time has come for us to deal 
frankly with this question. We 
have sought to examine all aspects 
of this problem and have given 
careful study to the arguments 
which have been advanced in favor 
of retaining this weapon. They are 
so well known that I need do no 
more than mention them at this 
time. 

The argument that the submarine 
is a purely defensive weapon seems 
to us difficult to reconcile with the 
offensive use which has been made 
of it at great distances from its 
home ports. The contention that it 
is a less costly weapon which af- 
fords a maximum of strategic value 
for a minimum of outlay must be 
considered in the light of the 
knowledge that the submarine is 
three or four times as costly ton 
for ton as the largest type of sur- 
face craft and approximately twice 
as costly es the largest ships of 
war. In addition, a nation requires 
a considerable number of subma- 
rines in order to secure effective 
dispersal. Furthermore, it must be 
remembered that the life of the 
submarine is only thirteen years. 
Thus, we figure that the submarine 
is three or four times as costly as 
the largest types of ships. 


Other Classes of Ships Affected. 


Furthermore, I feel that there is 
a very weighty argument in the 


fact that the construction and 
maintenance of submarines impose 
upon all navies higher levels in 
those classes of ships which are 
used against all submarines, name- 
ly, destroyers and light cruisers. 

I have recapitulated these techni- 
cal considerations chiefly because I 
feel that the picture of the prob- 
lem before us would not be com- 
plete unless they were stated. How- 
ever, it seems clear to me that we 
have got to brush aside what are, 
after all, secondary considerations. 
If we are here today, it is because 
there is an insistent and growing 
demand on the part of the nations 
of the world that we revise our 
armaments in the light of the sol- 
emn covenants of the Briand- 
Kellogg pact and the mutual confi- 
dence engendered by it. 

We cannot but feel that for this 
conference, called under such influ- 
ences, to sanction an instrument of 
war the abuses of which were di- 
rectly responsible for calling the 
Western world into the greatest 
European war of history, would be 
a contradiction of the purposes for 
which we have met. 

Iam not speaking of theory. I 
am speaking of historical fact, and 
a fact which humen experience 
shows is likely to be repeated. 

The essential objection to the sub- 
marine is that it is a weapon par- 
ticularly susceptible to abuse; that 
it is suspectible of use against mer- 
chant ships in a way that violates 
alike the laws of war and the dic- 
tates of humanity. 

The use of the submarine revolted 
the conscience of the world and the 
threat of its unrestricted use 
against merchant ships was what 
finally determined the entry of my 
own country into the conflict. In 
the lifetime of our experience it 
seems clear that in any future war 
those who employ the submarine 
will be under strong temptation, 
perhaps irresistible temptation, to 
use it in the way that is most effec- 
tive for immediate purposes re- 
gardless of belligerence. 


Common Interest in Abolition. 


These considerations convince us 
that technical arguments should be 


set aside in order that the sub- 
marine may henceforth be abol- 
ished. We have come to the con- 
clusion that our problem is, whether 
in this day and age, and after the 
experiences of the last war, the 
nations of this conference are justi- 
fied in continuing to build these 
instruments of warfare, thereby as- 
suming responsibility for the risk 
of repeating in any possible future 
wars the inhumane activities which 
have been condemned by the ver- 
dict of history. 

It seems to the American delega- 
tion that we have a common inter- 
est in the abolition of the sub- 
marine: First of all, for the pur- 
pose of suppressing costly weapons 
which we can forego by agreement 
and by the abolition of which we 
reduce our requirements in other 
classes of ships; and, second, for 
the purpose of eliminating for the 
future the dreadful experiences of 
the past. 

The American delegation, there- 
fore, urges that they set aside 
purely technical considerations and 
give careful study to the possibility 
of eliminating this whole problem. 

In conclusion, I wish to make it 
clear that we are not disposed, 
even if it were possible, to carry 
this proportionally on emotional 
grounds; we look upon it as a prac- 
tical and common sense measure 
directly in line with the limitation 
and reduction of armaments which 
the peoples of the world expect us 
to attack resolutely and success- 
fully. 


M. Leygues’s Argument. 


The French Government at. the 
first plenary session of the confer- 


ence stated their international re- 

uirements such as they result 
rom the metropolitan and colonial 
situation of France. These latter 
requirements incluae the use of the 
submarine. 

The French Government consid- 
ers that the submarine is a war- 
ship like all the others; that it is a 
defensive weapon which all the 
naval powers cannot do without, 
that the use of the submarine 
should and can be regulated like 
~~ other warship. 

hese are three points which 
France will keep in mind in stating 
her standpoint and drawing up her 
proposals to be determined by the 
general structure of her empire. 

The submarine often has been 
mentioned as a machine without 
its like in naval warfare. The 
above saying can hardly be main- 
tained, either as a matter of princi- 
ple or as a matter of fact. 

Compared with other ships, what 
are the distinctive features of the 
submarine? To the gun and tor- 
pedo joined together, it adds sub- 
mersion. The latter discovery is 
never more surprising nor in itself 
more unlawful than was, at the 
time of its first appearance, the 
steamship as opposed to the sail- 
ing vessel. 

To every improvement of offen- 
sive weapons corresponds a prog- 
ress in defensive weapons, To the 
gun and torpedo were opposed the 
armored bulkheads and the bulge. 

Against surprise attacks of sub- 
marines navies protect themselves 
by nets, mines and listening de- 
tectors. Wireless, indeed, multi- 
plied the military efficiency of the 
submarine. But some day or other 
it must be outdone by a new ap- 
pliance which will not only reduce 
its offensive or defensive powers 
to the level of older weapons but 
will show its relative weakness. 

Only the total abolition of war 
fleets might put a stop te the con- 
— progress of technical evolu- 

ion. 


Submarine as a Warship. 


It has been maintained,-on the 
other hand, that the submarine 


American delegation believes that | cowd only be used against the mer- 


chant ship. Comparison between 
naval tonnages of warships de- 
stroyed during the war period 
brings forward the following fig- 
ures: 

As far as the French were con- 
eerned, the loss by submarines 
was 82,350 tons; that is, three-quar- 
ters of the total losses suffered. 
As concerns the British Navy 
191,090 tons; that is, one-third of 
the British losses. As concerns 
Italy, the figure was 20,020 tons; 
that is, one-fourth of her losses. 
The tonnage, including Russia, of 
allied warships sunk by submarines 
amounted to 312,860 tons. 

What warship the submarine does 
not destroy it will immobilize, or, 
should they leave their bases, it 
wears them out. By obliging them 
to keep higher speeds and be con- 
stantly on the watch it tires them 
out by constantly threatening both 
crews and engines. The submarine 
works by surprise. It lies in wait 
for the enemy, but was ambush 
ever excluded from warfare? It 
hides under water, but does not 
the surface ship sometimes try to 
hide behind a screen of smoke? 
It attacks other warships without 
warning, but does not the most 

werful armed surface ship wait 

o open fire until she is within 
range? 

The submarine, therefore, is a 
warship like all others, sometimes 
more efficient, sometimes more ex- 

osed to danger. Must it disappear 

ecause it disturbs the habits and 
honored traditions of surface ships? 
Tt may happen tomorrow every 
type of warships in the various 
navies will belong to the subma- 
rine class. As for a reproach made 
to it of not being chivalrous, it 
has already been made to all new 
weapons by the older ones—to the 
firearm by the sword, to the tor- 
edo by the gun. 

zk eer of lesser order with ex- 
tensive responsibilities cannot do 
without the defensive means of- 
fered by submarines. It would, 
moreover, be impossible to abolish 
or reduce defensive weapons with- 
out the risk of giving dangerous 
advantage to offensive means. 


Why France Wants Them. 


France, whose territory faces 
three seas, is further obliged to 
protect the unity of an empire 
covering 4,400,000 square miles, 
with 18,000 niiles of coast and lines 
of communication extending 34,- 
000 miles. She must also secure 
free and regular communications 
to and from Northern Africa. The 


submarine answers those various 
needs, for it is chiefly on the sub- 
marine that we rely for: 

1. Protection against enemy at- 
tacks of populations and cities 
along the coast in the absence of 
the high sea fleets and the de- 
fense of distant dependencies pend- 
ing the arrival of supporting 
fleets. 

2. Escort and protective convoys 
transporting men and goods be- 
tween the mother country and the 
colonies. , 

3. Guarding lines of communica- 
tion over long distances when bases 
are lacking between the mother 
country and the colonies or be- 
tween the colonies themselves. 

4. Scouting and protection of the 
high seas fleets. 

For such operations the subma- 
rine cannot be done without. As a 
scout it is practically matchless; 
it is the only type of ship which 
can without support sail through 
enemy fleets to observe and report 
about the enemy’s whereabouts. 
As a convoying ship, by increased 
tonnage it has become more sea- 
worthy. 

France, for these various tasks, 
cannot do without submarines. She 
also needs them because of the 
comparative weakness of surface 
craft. When at the Washington 
conferences she accepted, in a spirit 
of conciliation and in order to em- 
phasize the non-aggressive charac- 
ter of her naval policy, a ratio for 
capital ships clearly inferior to the 
level which her position in the 
world would have allowed her to 
reach, it was on the express condi- 
tion that she would keep her en- 
tire liberty as concerned defensive 
ships (cruisers, destroyers, subma- 


rines). 
No Change in Point of View. 


The French point of view has not 
been altered since then. France 
still considers the submarine as the 
defensive weapon par excellence. 
In particular, she expects from the 
submarine, as all the lesser naval 
powers do, the only protection 
against a long-distance blockade by 


surface fleets. 

We must mention in that respect 
that all the smaller navies in the 
making begin by securing subma- 
rines as the least expensive means 
of defense. When the naval status 
of States asking admission to the 
League of Nations had to be de- 
termined, the League accepted as 
lawful that they should be provided 
with submarines. This is a small 
fact that the present conference, 
including the five chief naval pow- 
ers of the world, should always 
bear in mind. : 

We have yet to discuss the opin- 
ion that has been expressed of the 
submarine being a barbarous in- 
strument of war. It owes such rep- 
utation to the use made of it in 
some quarters against merchant 
ships, against the ay ee ne of hu- 
manity which are the foundation of 
international law. 


Not Necessarily Unlawful. 
But the violation of such prin- 
ciples is ascribable to those who 
have used the submarine to bad 
effect, not to the submarine itself. 





The use of submarines against mer- 


chant ships is not necessarily un- 
lawful. Everything depends on the 
intention behind it. There is no 
weapon which cannot be used to 
criminal purposes. 

A surface ship can destroy the 
enemy, as well as neutral trade, 


against every rule of international 
law. It can also shell a town on 
the coast from the offing and its 
shells are not likely to single out 
the fighting from the non-comba- 
tant inhabitants. 

Mine layers, which are not always 
submarines, can hardly be certain 
that the mines that they lay will 
make a distinction between war- 
ships and merchant ships or be- 
tween belligerents and neutral 
ships. What is certain, at any rate, 
is that crews, whether combatant 
or not, cannot rely on the mine to 
pick them up. 

Before sentence is passed against 
submarines, it is necessary to show 





that they cannot be used conform- 
ably with international law. Ex- 
amples of the war, on the contrary, 
show that British submarines in 
the North Sea and the Baltic did 
comply with international law in 
the course of their operations 
against merchant ships. Since then 
the evolution of the submarine has 
| made it still more capable of pro- 
| ceeding to visits and searches while 


observing the rujes established for 











surface ships. If submarines can 
fulfill the same duties, why should 
they not enjoy the same rights? 


Conclusion Reached by France. 


The logical conclusion is to treat 
likewise, as far as both rights and 
duties are concerned, the submarine 
and the surface ship, and this is 
the conclusion come to by the 
French Government. 

The French Government is of the 
opinion that unrestricted. subma- 
rine war against seafaring trade 


should be outlawed by submarines 
under the rules of both the present 
and the future to be observed by 
surface ships. France accepts the 
principle laid down in Articles 1 
and 2 of the Root resolution. She 
is of the opinion that it is possibile 
in vractice to make use of subma- 
rines for controlling trade without 
violating, as was the case during 
the war of 1914-18, the principles 
universally accepted by civilized 
nations for the protection of neu- 
tral and non-combatant lives. She 
is ready to pledge herself by treaty 
and can rely confidently on the dis- 
cipline of her sailors. 

A motion tending to abolish sub- 
marines would, if insisted upon, lay 
down three questions and prin- 
ciples: 

. The measure of lawfulness of 
any weapon of war deriving from 
the progress of science and techni- 
cal improvements. 

2. The right of lesser and smaller 

owers to possess, as sovereign 

tates, a navy corresponding to 
their requirements and their means 
of national defense. 

3. The freedom of the seas. 

The French delegation would be 
ready to discuss those questions 
should the conference so decide. 
They think, however, that discus- 
sion will proceed on other lines. 
They remember that at the Wash- 
ington conference neither’ the 





| American, the Italian nor the Japa- 


nese delegations had asked for abo- 
lition of submarines and that the 
attitude of these three delegations 
was very near that presently 
adopted by the French delegation. 


Will Agree to Regulation. 


The French delegation therefore 
hope that the conference, after dis- 
cussing the various propositions 
put forward this morning, may 
agree and admit that the subma- 
rine has fighting value against 
other ships of war. 


They expect that the conference 
will also admit that the use made 
of the submarine in the recent war 
justifies its regulation, not its abo- 
lition, 

Consequently, the French delega- 
tion, maintaining their positions as 
expounded in their statement of 
national requirements, declare that 
first they are ready to concur in 
an international agreement regu- 
lating the use of the submarine, and 
to that effect they submit to the 
conference the following resolu- 
tion: 

‘“‘A committee shall be appointed 
to prepare an agreement, open for 
signature of all naval powers, for- 
bidding submarines to act toward 
merchant ships otherwise than in 
strict conformity with rules either 
present or future to be observed by 
surface warships.’’ 


—_——— 


Views of Signor Grandi. 


The preceding speeches reveal 
two tendencies with regard to sub- | 
marines. One embodies a maxi- | 
mum program—their abolition; the 
other a minimum program—the lim- 
iting of their use against merchant 
ships. 

Naturally, I have no objection to 
discussing the latter proposal. I do 
not think it should present much 
difficulty, for at the time of the 
Washington Conference the idea of 
regulating and restricting use of 
submarines against merchant ships 
was unanimously accepted by the 
delegations of the five powers here 
aig me rag 

doption of this minimum pro- 
gram, far-reaching though it be in 
its effects, would, however, by no 
means exhaust our task. 

I am confident that our confer- 
ence desires to go to the root of 
this problem so as to achieve the 
ends assigned to us by public opin- 
ion the world over. These ends are 
—let me emphasize it--not only lim- 
itation, but actual reduction of ar- 
maments. 

In the note by which they invited 
us last October to attend this con- 
ference the British Government in- 
formed us that they had arrived 
at an understanding with the 
American Government on the ad- 
visability of abolishing submarines 
altogether, and they expressed the 
hope that the others of the five 
powers would see their way clear 
to agree in London to their abo- 
lition. 

I will not conceal the fact that 
the idea of abolishing submarines 
has given rise in my country to a 
feeling of perplexity which is not 
confined to naval circles. Never- 
theless the Italian Government, in 
their determination to neglect 
nothing which can promote the 
cause of disarmament, propose to 
examine this question not as a 
separate problem, but as one with- 
in the general framework of those 
which the present conference is 
called upon to consider and solve. 


Weapon of the Weak. 


Many maintain that the sub- 
marine is a weapon of the less 
armed against the more powerfully 
armed. Indeed it affords the for- 
mer a means of offering resistance 
which entails certain risks to an 
aggressor who is disposing of su- 
perior forces. The Italian Govern- 
ment concur in this view. 

They believe that in the present 
state of armaments, the abolition 


of the submarine would favor the 
stronger navies to the disadvantage 
of the weaker and that it would be 
unjust to deprive the latter of this 
weapon without due regard to their 
possibilities of defense. 

On the other hand the Italian 
delegation deem that they would 
fail in their duty of cooperating in 
the solution of the general problem 


of disarmament, were they to disre- 


gard the arguments brought for- 
ward by advocates of the abolition 
of the submarine. 

The value of the submarine, it is 
contended, lies mainly in the men- 
ace that it represents—a menace, 
the effects and reaction of which, 
include the possibility of attack- 
ing capital ships, interrupting lines 
of communication and destroyin 
trade. This menace has compelle 
the building of ships capable of re- 
sisting or ‘evading submarine at- 
tacks and has greatly contributed 
to the increase of displacements 
and speed. 

The necessity of preventive meas- 
ures against such attacks has led 
also to a marked increase in the 
number of light surface vessels re- 
quired for the protection of battle- 
ships, for the conveying of mer- 
chantmen and for the patrolling of 
trade routes. It has also engen- 
dered a whole system of defensive 


measures which weigh heavily on 
the budgets of the several navies. 


An Incentive to Naval Increase. 


The submarine, which in the 
opinion of its advocates, is an ef- 


fective weapon of offense and de- 
fense for the less powerful navies, 
thus becomes in the opinion of its 
opponents one of the major incen- 
tives toward the increase in naval 
armament and one of the main ob- 
stacles in the way of effective re- 
ductions. 

We thus find ourselves involved 
in a vicious circle from which there 
is no outlet. How can we break 
through this circle? How can we 
deliberately enter upon a path lead- 
ing to disarmament? Is it possible 
to take into due account the in- 
terests and wishes of both sides of 
the argument? Can we conciliate 
the claims of those who demand 
abolition of the submarine with the 
requirements of those who desire 
to retain it? 

The submarine is the only 
weapon which can be used with 
some chance of success against 
those battleships which the less 
powerful navies do not possess. Is 
it possible to find a solution which 
will cover on the one hand the 
abolition of the submarine and 
lead on the other to a substantial 
reduction of armaments, providing 
simultaneously for abolition of cap- 
ital ships? 

Has not the desire to abolish 
these ships been voiced again in 
the last few days. 


Italy’s Position Restated. 


Let me restate our position, Italy 
is ready to renew an undertaking 
restricting the use of submarines 
against merchant ships. She is 


even prepared to go further. A 
large portion of public opinion 
points to abolition of the subma- 
rine as a step which would mark a 
new epoch in the history of dis- 
armament; it considers such action 
essential, in fact, to drastic reduc- 
tion of armament and as an essen- 
tial factor for the promotion of 
wider agreements. 

In the last few days the proposal 
to abolish submarines has appeared 
in two important documents. 

We keep an open mind on the 
subject. 

Two years ago, in the course of 
other negotiations on naval dis 
armament, the Italian Government 
proposed a naval holiday for capi- 
tal ships. The Italian delegation 
note with satisfaction that this 
idea is now being favorably con- 
sidered by other governments. In 
the same spirit which led them to 
make that proposal, the Italian 
delegation is now willing to par- 
ticipate in a discussion of the abo- 
lition of submarines. 

We fully appreciate the point of 
view of those who may consider 
such a proposal contrary to the in- 
terests of their national defense, 
It is evident that agreements we 
are seeking can only be the result 
of self-imposed limitations, freely 
accepted by each and all. 

The Italian delegation share the 
view that at the present stage of 
the problem a discussion on the 
abolition of submarines would be 
in the interest of disarmament. 

We do not object in principle to 
the abolition of submarines if all 
the naval powers concur therein, 
and if such an abolition is to exert 
a decisive influence in bringing 
about that drastic reduction of 
armaments which the whole world 
desires, 


Admiral Takarabe’s Stand. 


It has today been the privilege of 
all of us here to listen to very en- 
lightening statements on the ques- 
tion of submarines. I can fully 
sympathize with the high humani- 
tarian motives that are animating 
the interesting idea of totally abol- 
ishing this particular category of 
warcraft. 

I am one of those who deem it 
most desirable that if war must be 
fought its destructive powers must 
be minimized, innocent lives spared 
and valuable wealth conserved. I 
am most emphatically opposed to 
unlimited submarine warfare as 
was witnessed during the World 
War. 

But in one respect I must differ 
with some of the propositions put 
forward today by some of my es- 
teemed colleagues. The merits of a 
submarine are not to be judged by 
what she does but by what she is. 
It is not a ruthless weapon to be 
condemned in contradistinction to 
surface craft. 

For that matter, what weapons 
of war can be put to the merciless 
use of victimizing lives and prop- 
erty to no greater point? Let us 
take the most obvious instance. 
Flying machines are being devel- 
oped day by day and are adding 
so much to the progress of peace- 
ful communication, but at the same 
time they are proving formidable 
weapons and if abused would offer 
a menace to defenseless lives and 
property even more atrociously 
than submarines themselves. 

They have in one sense a wider 
range of action. They can, if so 
willed, play havoc, not only at sea 
but on land. Nothing can more 
clearly show the truth of the 
axiom that the sword will cut both 
ways. The submarine has its 
proper legitimate usage. 


Usefulness to Japan. 


It is an appropriate medium of 
defense as a scout and an instru- 
ment to ward off any attack in ad- 
jacent waters of acountry. Japan, 
consisting as she does of so many 
islands scattered so widely on a 
sea extending from the tropical to 
the frigid zones, sees in such a 
kind of arm a convenient and ade- 
quate means for providing for her 
national defense. 

With this comparatively inexpen- 
sive war craft she can contrive to 
look after her extensive waterways 
and vulnerable points. Japan de- 
sires to retain submarines solely 
for these purposes. 

As to the necessity to put an end 
once and for all to recurrence of 
the appalling experiences of the 
World War, Japan heartily asso- 
ciates herself with the proposal 
which is re in the minds 
of many of my colleagues, to sub- 
mit this category of arms to the 
strict circumscription of law. 


Hope for Restriction, 


It was Japan’s wish that this 
measure should be adopted early 
and she not only signed the sub- 


marine treaty agreed upon at the 
Washington Conference, but very 
quickly ratified it. She wishes 
very ardently that the present con- 
ference revive that question and 
will succeed in discovering a 
mathematical formula much more 
strict in its conception, so that all 
the powers represented at this 
table can unite to make it opera- 
tive at no gréat distant future. 

Japan will be second to none in 
giving her full support to an un- 
dertaking to outlaw the illegiti- 
mate use of legitimate and defen- 
sive agency of war.

proof of the navigable qualities of | 
the river, which flows down from} 
Croton Reservoir, emptying into the| 
Hudson just south of Croton Point. 
Other evidence was presented by| 
the railroad to show that the stream | 
is of no value commercially. It is 
upon this point that the case ap-| 
parently hinges. 
The plaintiffs 


are Catherine Van 
Cortlandt Mathews, Anne S. Van 
Cortlandt and Mrs. Isabel Mason. 
They contend they have an inherent 
right to an exit from their property 
on the Croton River to the Hudson 
River by water.

Glass Points to Shreveport Case. 


Senator Glass, who lead the oppo- 
sition on the Democratic side, based 
his objections to Mr. Hughes’s nom- 
ination on the latter’s resignation 
from the bench to become a candi- 
date for the Presidency and his de- 
cision in the Shreveport case. This 
decision, Mr. Glass said, clearly 
showed that he was against the 
rights of the States and accepted 
the views of the larger interests. 

The scene in the Senate was dra- 
matic in that no administration Sen- 
ator rose to defend Mr. Hughes for 
more than an hour, while half a 
dozen insurgents clamored for an 
opportunity to join in the attack. 
Senators Wagner and Copeland of 
New York, Democrats, succeeeded 
in breaking into the debate long after 
it was under way, and both praised 
Mr. Hughes as a lawyer and a states- 
man. 

Finally Senator Gillett, Republican, 
of Massachusetts made a brief re- 
ply and said that the attacks on Mr. 
Hughes as a lawyer did not reflect 
on his fitness to be Chief Justice. 
5:30 o'clock, with half a dozen 
insurgents pleading for an oppor- 
tunity to be heard in opposition to 
confirmation, Senator Watson was 
defeated in his purpose to force a 
vote today and agreed to a continu- 
ation of the debate tomorrow. 

“It was my original purpose,”’ 
Senator Borah declared, ‘‘to content 
myself by a vote upon this matter, 
but upon reflection I think it is just 
to all parties, particularly to myself, 
that I state my views in regard to it.

The body which had 
charge of the matter established a 
fare which the railway company 
claimed would result in confiscation 
of its property. 

“Without going through the details 
as to the manner in which the ques- 
tion reached the Supreme Court of 
the United States, it finally came 
there for consideration. The sole 
question involved was whether the 
rates established amounted, if the 
railway company was compelled to 
operate under them, to confiscation.

After the primary was over 
he was charged in an indictment 
with the criminal offense of having 
violated the Federal corrupt prac- 
tices act. He was tried by jury and 
convicted. 

‘“‘There was little dispute about the 
evidence; little controversy about the 
fact; and the jury found he was 
guilty of the offense charged. 

‘His counsel took an appeal to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, and after- 
ward to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Mr, Hughes appeared 
in that case for Mr. Newberry. I do 
not complain, even by implication, 
that he should appear for Mr. New- 
berry, but I do, when I am called 
upon to vote for Mr. Hughes for 
chief justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, complain of the 
kind of defense which he made in 
that case. 

“T complain of the method which 
he adopted, or the argument which 
he presented, for the purpose of re- 
lieving Newberry of the crime of 
which the jury had convicted him; 
and his argument disclosed that, in 
his judgment, that was the only 
means by which to relieve him. 

“The contention by Mr. Hughes 
was that Congress had no control 
or authority over the original sources 
of political activity which would re- 
sult in the selection of a Senator. 

‘“‘His contention was that the Fed- 
eral Government was without power 
to protect against corruption those 
who were seeking nomination at the 
hands of the people for a place in 
the Senate, and if Mr. Hughes, in- 
stead of Chief Justice White, had sat 
as chief justice, we would today be 
in this position, that Congress would 
be wholly without power to protect 
against corruption on the part of 
those who were seeking a position 
in the Senate, if that corruption took 
place any time prior to the actual 
election. 


Holds Counselor to His Views. 


| “Mr. Hughes was arguing a great 
constitutional question. I must as- 
sume he presented his sincere views 
to the court, and if that be true, if

Beck’s opposition to another pro- 
posal, favoring giving American 
ships preference at city pliers, re- 
sulted in the tabling of a resolution 
to this effect. 

A resolution endorsing the pro- 
posal of United States Representa- 
tive S. Wallace Dempsey of New 
York that Federal aid be extended 
to New York in widening and deep- 
ening the existing canal route from 


the Great Lakes to the Hudson River | 


was adopted unanimously despite the 
opposition of Colonel Edward C. Car. 
rington, chairman of the Great Lakes 
Waterways Association, expressed in 
a letter asking for a hearing prelim- 
inary to action on the resolution.

Dr. BARTON 
had a great mass of conflicting tes- 
timony and records to sift, and has 
done it almost in the spirit of a de- 
tective running down the truth amid 
confused and tangled evidence 
Never was there a more extraordi- 
nary exhibition of the fallibility of 
first-hand observers when they are 
human beings. 

One persistent myth that Dr. BAR- 
TON destroys is that the Gettysburg 
speech was a hasty improvisation. A

Fred Stone is back. After the cur- 
tain has been up for a decent inter- 
val in ‘‘Ripples,’’ which was put on 
at the New Amsterdam last evening, 
he comes flying through the barn 
door and crashes into a bed of un- 
usually brittle tulips.

There is, 
perhaps, a suspicion of caution about 
doing too much of a good thing; his 
audiences will hope for caution con- 
tinued 3ut certainly there is not a

BY GABRILOWITSCH 


Gentle Performance of Seventh 
Symphony Contrasts With 
Recent Interpretations. 


GRIEG ELEGIES OFFERED 


“Masquerade” Is Promising Work 
ef Young Composer, McKinley— 
Berlioz Fragments Charm.

Perhaps no musician, no conductor 
—perhaps reviewer—is a wholly 
calculable quantity! Ossip Gabrilo- 
witsch, who, as guest conductor of 
the Philadelphia Orchestra, had given 
a barbaric if not obstreporous per- 
formance of Tschaikowsky’s Fifth 
Symphony at the preceding concert 
of this band in New York City, elect- 
ed to open his program last night in 
Carnegie Hall with Beethoven's Sev- 
enth Symphony. Lo and behold, Mr. 
Gabrilowitsch had turned pianissi- 
mist. The first two movements of the

| Acceptance in First of Town

Personally, I 
should like to see the Metropolitan 
produce the Nibelungen cycle with 
scenic equipment which would get 
away from tawdry realism and en- 
deavor to symbolize something of the 
eternal and mysterious ——, of the 
music and the poetry of the old Norse 
saga.

Acting on complaints to the State 
Bureau of Securities, Watson Wash- 
burn, Assistant Attorney General, 
announced yesterday that he had for- 
warded to the Postoffice Department 
for action information about the 
Helioplane Company of America with 
offices in Fort Worth, Texas, which 
through circulars and letter has in- 
duced some New York citizens to 
invest in its patent rights or stock. 

A similar request was made to the 
postal inspectors in early December, 
Mr. Washburn said, but the second 
plea was inspired by new circulars 
advising prospective investors that 
the first helioplane was almost ready 
for flight. The company’s announce- 
ments were described as ‘‘glowing”’ 
by Mr. Washburn. According to 
Abner Davis, president of the com- 
pany, the unusual design of the 
heart-shaped wing surfaces, light- 
ness and other innovations enable the 
plane to stay in the air ‘‘for an al- 
most indefinite period.” 

This new airship ‘‘offers the ereat- 
est, surest chance for millions I have 
ever known,” the circulars quote Mr. 
Davis as saying. 

The inventor is named as August 
L. Hackenberger, a German, who is 
said to have decided upon ‘‘twenty- 
five horsepower motors weighing only 
fifty-eight pounds apiece’’ as the mo- 
tive power for his machine,

Davis as a man who ‘has promoted 
companies in seven years, 
none of which ever lived up to his 
promises or paid a dividend.’’

Boring Under Harbor Bed Is Also 
Discussed by Transportation Board

Two process plans for constructing 
the vehicular tunnel to connect South 
Brooklyn and Staten Island were dis- 


cussed by officials of the Board of 
Transportation and the Department 
of Plant and Structures at a meet-| 
ing held yesterday in the offices of 
the Steamship Owners Association at 
11 Broadway. Another conference 
will be held with army engineers at | 
the Army Building in Whitehall | 
Street tomorrow. 

The two plans for building the tun- 
nel are the trench plan and the tun- 
nel plan. Under the first, more 
than $7,000,000 would be saved in 
construction costs. This plan means 
what the name implies, digging a 
trench in which the tubes for traffic 
may be lowered. The tunnel plan 
calls for boring the lane under the 
harbor bed at the Narrows point. 

According to engineers and others 
who have studied the two plans, the 
only objection to the trench method 
is that it would obstruct traffic in 
the Narrows during the building pe- 
riod. The Narrows is about 2,500 
feet wide at the point where digging 
would take place, and the impedi- 
menta of dredging and trenching 
would take up about half of this 
space, leaving sufficient room for 
liners and other craft to pass in and 
out. 

Nevertheless, with harbor traffic 
congested as it now is and with sev- 
eral plans under consideration, in- 
cluding that for dredging out the | 
anchorage channel in the inner bay, 
the additional crowding would pre- 
sent a serious problem and would 
necessitate tightening of harbor rules 
to prevent accidents. 

Despite the disadvantage of crowd- } 
ing which it implies, the trench plan 
received no opposition at the meet- 
ing yesterday, according to Eugene 
F. Moran, chairman of the rivers, 
harbors and piers committee of the 
Maritime Exchange, a prime mover 
in the project. In fact, neither plan 
was objected to and both will be 
again discussed when they are pre-| 
sented to the army engineers tomor- 
row afternoon. | 

The tunnel project has been ap- | 
roved by the city and money for | 
beginning the work has been au-/! 
thorized. It remains now for the 
engineers of the two departments to 
recommend the actual working plans 
to army engineers for their ap- 
proval.

ELECTRIC FIRM ACTS 
TQ APPEASE CHILE 


American Company Declares Its 
Readiness to Drop Contract 
That Stirred Criticism. 


NEW DRAFT HELD LIKELY 


Government Technical Staff Re- 


vealed to Have Resigned Because 
of Failure to Consult It. 


Special Cable to Tae New York Trtes. 

SANTIAGO, Chile, Feb. 11.—The 
Compafiia Chilefa de Electricidad, 
Limitada, closely associated with the 
Electric Bond and Shares Company 
of New York, struck a conciliatory 
note today when it addressed an open 
letter to the editors of three Santiago 
newspapers expressing a desire to 
render a satisfactory explanation to 
all or any clauses in its draft con- 


|tract with the government which have 


been the subject of bitter criticism 
in the last few days. 

The company says it is confident 
that everything will come out all 
right when a calm study of the con- 
tract is made, and goes on to say it 
is surprised at the present proteat, 
in view of the fact that drafts of the 
proposed arrangement have been the 
subject of close examination by gov- 
ernment technical commissions com- 
posed of Chileans of high repute, and 
passed by both branches of Congress 
after a favorable report issued by 
the Director of Electrical Services, 
Francisco Lobos. 

The letter, which created a good 
impression, ends by declaring that 


' the company is ready to consider the 


draft contract null and void in every 
sense, as it desires to cooperate with 
the President of the republic in 
that 
meets public approval, fully guaran- 
teeing the desire to safeguard na- 
tional interests. 

The trouble over Chile's electrical 
problem started with the mass resig- 
nation of all staff employes of the 
Bureau of Electric Services of the 
republic, which was addressed di- 
rect to the President, expressing the 
opinion that it was impossible for 
them to continue work under Sefor 
Lobos, since the head of the depart-

|the frank, open attitude adopted by 


the American concern will serve to 
bring the new commissions together 
in order to investigate the drafted 
contract, which is held up by the 
President in the last stage as em- 
bodying an entirely ‘unacceptable 
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document, in which the national in- 
terests were not safeguarded. 

Details of the reasons behind the 
government’s protest have not been 
made public, but it appears that the 
contract, which was primarily de- 
signed for the Santiago Tramway, 
— and Power Service, has been 
enlarged somehow in the text to 
cover all Chilean territory, thereby 
practically monopolizing the produc- 
tion, distribution and sale of electric 
current. The contract appears to con- 
tain some time clauses which modify 
the alleged monopoly, keeping it 
within reasonable limits that do not 
merit in any way public condemna- 
tion, but the view is held, howéver, 
that the idea was simply to cover 
the Santiago district, not touching 
the rest of the country.
